Spain and the United States. 

New York, January 16.—The Her- 
aJd’s Madrid special says the Spanish 
government has sent adiplomatic note in 
reply to the American circular on Cuban 
affairs. The reply is belligerent in tone 
and takes high ground on all questions 
raised by the United States. The note 
declares that commerce between Cuba 
and the United States has not suffered 
to an appreciable extent by the insurrec- 
tion, but in fact has wcreased, and is 
constantly increasing, so that tLe United 
States government had no occasion for 
complaint, no tenable ground for the 
proposed action or interference in the 
affairs or troubles existing in Cuba. At- 
tention was also called to the fact that 
many American citizens have established 
themselves in busiess on the island, un- 
molested by the government of Spain, 
and in doing so have gained large indi- 
vidual fortunes. These fortunes have 
not added to the material wealth of the 
island, being entirely in foreiga hands. 
The territory of the United States is the 
constant refuge for Cuban outlaws, who 
are permitted to hatch conspiracies to 
the detriment and injury of the Spanish 
government.

All just and equitable 
claims between the United States and 
Cuha have been amicably ard fully satis- 
fied, or are in the courts for adjustment.

| LA PAGE CONVICTED. 


Solema Announcement cf the Desth 
Seatence—The Prisoner Claims 
Tanocence—The Day of Hang- 
ing Fixed & Year Ahead. 


Concorp, N. H., Jan. 18, 1876. 
Joseph La Page, the Frenchman, 
charged with the brutal murder cf Miss 
Josie Langmaid, at Pembroke, in Octo- 
ber last, has to-day been fully convicted 
ofthe crime and sentenced to be hzng 


0D the 19th of January, 1877. 


The story of the diabolical murder is 
yet fresh in the public mind. Suspicion 
early fell on this Frenchman, La Page,as 
the murdcrer, and his arrest, trial, con- 
viction and sentence have speedily fol- 
lowed. 

THE VERDICT. 

The case was given to the jury early 
this forencon, and shortly after twelve 
o’clock they came in with the verdict. A 
large crowd meantime was lingesimg in 
and around the court house. An oppress- 
ive silence fell upon it. Ina few moments 
after the jurors were all in theirseatsthe 
clerk arose and addressed to them the 
usual questicns, The foreman announced 
the verdict as follows: “‘Guilty of murder 
in the first degree, and so say we all ot 
us,” ; 

At‘orney Gencral Clark moved, in a 
voice broken with emotion, that the 
court proceed to pass the sentence of the 
law upon thecondemned man. When 
the attorney-general finished his mo- 
tion he sank intoa chair and, burying 
his face in his hands, gave way to strong 
feelings. 

THE ACCUSED SPEAKS. 
The clerk then said:—‘Joseph La 
Page, have you anything to say why 
sentence should not be passed upon 
you?” 
The prisoner rose with the same quick, 
nervous manner which characterized all 
his motions during the trial. Fora mo- 
ment there was a paia‘tul waiting. At 
the direction of the court an interpreter 
conveyed to La Page the import of tbe 
clerk’s question. As the knowledge of 
the situation flashed fully upon him for 
the first time his eves ht up witha 
strange, wild glare, but he maintained 
his wonderful self-possession and in- 
stantly replied to the interpreter in 
French. ‘The interpreter conyeyed his 
answer to the waiting court and audi- 
ence in the following words: ‘‘I have to 
say that it is false and nothing else, and 
that is alJ.”’ 

THE FATAL SENTENCE, 
At this announcement a curious thrill 
ran through the audience, but before it 
could break forth in any demonstration, 
Judge Rand rose, and in an impressive 
manner delivercd the death ecntence as 
follows: 
“‘After an impartial trial you have 
been found guilty of the grestcst of 
crimes, of a crime so horrible in its de- 
tails that the bare mention of itstirs up a 
thought of vengeance in the hearts of all 
meno; but the law knows 
nothing of vengeance, On the contrary, 
in the hour of your extreme nced it will 
shelter you from the fury of passion and 
from allinjustice. It has helped you to 
procure witnesses, learned experts aud 
counsel. It has permitted you to prac- 
tice in the selection of jurors, who have 
listened to your cause. It has beek 
liberal, tolerant, long suffering, yet vigi- 
lant. It has not permitted you to es- 
cape out of its hands. Indeed, no man 
can escape from it. Though he may 
seem for a while to escape from mere 
human law, yet there is a law behind 
that. Calmly,patiently and perseveringly, 
without haste and without rest, it has 
followed you until it confronts you at 
last with the fearful consequences of your 
crimes, among which these may. not be 
the most terrible which it is our duly to 
declare to you. Asthe servant of the 
law, the court decides that you be im- 
prisoned in the state’s prison at Concord 
until the 19th dav of January, in the 
year of our Lord, 1877, and that on tbat 
day, between the hours of ten in the 
forenoon and two in the afternoon, you 
be hanged by the neck uatil you are 
dead; and pardon me if I say that all 
the days that are to come to you in this 
life must be full of sorrow. Let the sor- 
row be sofiened by penitence, so that the 
life that opens out of the dark valley, 
and isso full of sorrows, may nct de 
without one light of hope.” 

TUE CLOSING SCENE. 
During the passing of the sentence a 
silence of death was upon the assembled 
throvg. After the verdict the crowd 
had given. vent to their satisfaction in 
prolonged applause, and then awaited in 
silence the closing act of the drama, 
Judge Foster returned thanks to the 
jurors for their patient attention to the 
case, and then discharged them 
Joseph Lu Page, the man of all men 
most interested in the result, sat in the 
prisoners’ dock, hearing the same bold 
demeanor as during the whole trial. Per- 
haps he was a trifle paler and his eye 
might have kindled with an unusual light 
of fear. If hefelt the enormity of his 
uiit or ‘he solemn situation in which 
the law had placed him he did uot show 


LA PAGE KNOWN ON LONG ISLAND. 

It is understood that Joseph [La Page, 
the alleged murderer of Josie Langmaid, 
is well known at the westend of Long 
Island. For several years, as alleged, he 
resided at Woodhaven, in the town of 
Jamaica, where he did business as a 
grocery man. Uponthe succession of 
Andrew Jackson to the presidency 
he was made postmaster, and held the 
office for three years, although, asit has 
since been stated, he was not a citizen of 
the United States. Heafterward started 
a factory forthe manufacture of pulleys 
and blocks, in which business be failed 
and left the place heavily in debt. He 
was known to be a man of brutal nature, 
and was but little respected in the neigh- 
borhood in which he resided. How he 
succeeded in getting his appointment as 
postmaster is still a query with the resi- 
dents of the village.
